Image and Likeness Stisnotst anions 


Greek Orthodox Theological College 


In the Book of Genesis, God says, "Let us make human kind in our image, according to our 
likeness; and let them have dominion over...the earth." (Gen 1:26). The creation of man and 
woman represents the culmination of his work in forming the universe. This verse not only 
begins to reveal to us who God is, but also of what the destiny of the human race is to be. 


By referring to God in the plural ("our image") we see the first indications that God is not only 
the One but also a Trinity. If we can accept this then it is not difficult to see that humans can 
e ‘~ fulfil their calling by participating in the Trinitarian essence. St Gregory of Nazianzos says 
i. .weare called to become God. 


Despite the fact that we are the first of God’s creatures and that he especially breathed His Spirit 
into us (see Gen.2:7), yet we are organically linked to this world and its environment. This is 
expressed in the Scripture where humans are created "by taking soil from the earth" (Gen.2:19). 
This relationship with the world is seen in two more instances in the Genesis account. Firstly, 
where God calls Adam to name the creatures (Gen 2:19-20) and secondly where the human race 
is commanded to "increase" and "multiply" and “have dominion over the earth." 


The fact that man is called to give names to the animals meant that he/she is called to know and 
recognise every creature in its particularity and uniqueness. Such a name-giving presupposes 
love, which itself leads to an authentic knowledge of being which again, increases love. If we 
accept - as do many Church Fathers - that the Greek translation of the Old Testament is divinely 
inspired, then the choice of the verb "to call" for name-giving is very interesting. 


Secondly, having dominion over the earth doesn’t mean that humans should seek an external 
conquest or subjugation of the natural world. That would be fuel for war between man and all 
other beings. This should rather be interpreted in a more spiritual way. Just as God is lord over 
all humans and loves us and seeks our salvation, in the same we should love and be concerned 
for the earth. We have a responsibility of leading the world to its destiny in God. 


So, the fact that humans are created in the "image and likeness" of God doesn’t separate us from 
the rest of creation nor can we in fact become perfect apart from the world. Rather we are 


placed in the centre of creation as a servant and a celebrant of the "cosmic" liturgy that all things 
may be blessed and saved through us.
